A Hardened CrlBlul. 


From Mondny'i Dull}-. 


This morning She rill' Forstmyer started 


for Chester by tho way »f St. Louli, with 
two prlsoncra for the penitentiary at that 
place, they being tho flrul thai have ever 
been lukea from Macon counly lo tbe new 
Instltullon. The names of tho prisoners 
taken away to-day at a Charles NoUn, 
<ili«» Henry White, who pleaded guilty to 
horse-stealing, and Is senteucrd for six 
years, nail Jan. C.irathers, who stole coats 
from the high school, nnd who goes far 
one year, 


Nolan, itlia* White, stole a span of 


horses and a nice buggy from D. W. All In- 
son, of Macou, sometime last fall, nnd was 
subsequently captured in Shelby county. 
ConfeiMlons drawn front him show that 
his life bus been largely devoted lo crime, 
in which ho has several times been de- 
tected and twice has sutlored the penally 
of tho law for his offenses. Though now 
only about thirty-five years of age, he has 
served Iwo laruis of five, years each In the 
penitentiary at Jullot, ono term being for 
horse-stealing tn Champaign ceunty, and 
the other for a robbery committed In the 
western part «f Ibis slate, liesldea these 
offenses, In which bo was detected and 
punished, he confessed to sundry lar- 
cenies und misdemeanors committed at 
dlflorent llines, some of which would havo 
sent him to Ihe penitentiary had they 
been proven on him. 


While awaiting hU trial In our county 


jail for slonllng Allison's team, Nolun at- 
tempted suicide by hanging, probably 
preferring death to another term In tho 
penitentiary after an experience of ten 
years lu that Institution. Having failed in 
this altcmpl, bo mill declares his purpose 
to end hlu llfu whenever the means to do 
so come within bis reach. Ho nceins to 
manifest BO compunction for his crimcH, 
and does not cxprcH* any intention of 
leading u dlll'erent life. Should he live 
through Ibo six years lor which be is now 
sentenced, to will probiibly come forth 
from his Imprisonment lo improve tho 
lirsl opporluuily tUal oilers lo steal and 
plunder,

a practical application of the principle, 
which you have discovered, of tho exist- 
ence of tho noutrnl line, at tho point in 
the magnetic field where tho polarity

theory that magnetism is u static 
f< roc?" 


"Precisely, It is only on this prin- 


ciple that the thing is possible." 


Mr, Gary thon proceeded to illustrate 


his principle by setting his model in 
motion. It is of tho same compound 
magnets which ho used in tho machine 
where tho polarity was changed by tho 
agency of u diminutive battery, boloro 
ho had made the action of his motor en- 
tirely automatic.
